1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-13,25-29, drawn to a method of manufacture, classified in class 
264, subclass 682. 

II. Claims 14-24, drawn to a product, classified in class 501 , subclass 88. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product may be made by reaction sintering 
elemental silicon. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 1 . SiC 

2.Si 3 N 4 and 3. AIN 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic. 
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Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 . If claims 
are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

5. During a telephone conversation with Elias Domingo on April 20, 2005 a 
provisional election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of Group II, the 
species of SiC, claim14-24. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in 
replying to this Office action. Claims 1-13,25-29 are withdrawn from further 
consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected 
invention. 
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6. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(i). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shal! conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claims 14-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 14 claims an active impurity content of 400 ppm which would require the 
total amount of the active impurity to be 400 ppm. However claim 16 allows for only one 
of Fe, Cu, Ni or Cr to be limited which is considered outside the scope of the claim from 
which it depends. Furthermore the terminology "active impurity" and "inert impurity 1 ' is 
considered to render the claims indefinite because it is not clear what the impurity is 
reactive or inert with and therefor fails to define an impurity with any particularity. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 and 103 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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1 0. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

1 1 . Claims 14-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over EP 0582444. 

EP 0582444 teaches a bulk silicon carbide material that may be used for wafer 
boats (page 2, lines 1-5) where the total impurity is less than .9089 (see table 1, page 
8). The claims fail to set forth a minimum amount of porosity therefor allowing for zero 
porosity. It is well settled that when a claimed composition appears to be substantially 
the same as a composition disclosed in the prior art, the burden is properly upon the 
applicant to prove by way of tangible evidence that the prior art composition does not 
necessarily possess characteristics attributed to the CLAIMED composition. In re 
Spada, 91 1 F.2d 705, 15 USPQ2d 1655 (Fed. Circ. 1990); In re Fitzgerald, 619 F.2d 67, 
205 USPQ 594 (CCPA 1980); In re Swinehart, 439 F.2d 2109, 169 USPQ 226 (CCPA 
1971). 

12. Claims 14-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over GB 2130192. 

The GB document teaches a silicon carbide article having low amounts of 
impurities as set forth in the tables, setexamples 20-22. Claim 14 fails to define the 
impurities therefor claims 18-21 are not limiting to any specific impurity. The GB 
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document also teaches the presence of pores, page 3, lines 3-6. Although the 
reference fails to teach any pore size, when a claimed composition appears to be 
substantially the same as a composition disclosed in the prior art, the burden is properly 
upon the applicant to prove by way of tangible evidence that the prior art composition 
does not necessarily possess characteristics attributed to the CLAIMED composition. In 
re Spada, 911 F.2d 705, 15 USPQ2d 1655 (Fed. Circ. 1990); In re Fitzgerald, 619 F.2d 
67, 205 USPQ 594 (CCPA 1980); In re Swinehart, 439 F.2d 2109, 169 USPQ 226 
(CCPA1971).
